Tcharkhoutian explained that it shows the ele¬ 
vation, the existing center line and the top of the curb 
on each side of the street. “Once the base map is set, 
this is the time to tell them (Los Angeles County Public 
Works Department as designers) you have a problem.” 


“I have read the script. The plan is not in com¬ 
pliance with the Bill of Particulars. The street has 
been widened to 33 feet and is not in compliance. Re¬ 
moval of seven to eight trees on the north side is not 
in the Bill of Particulars. We’re on a collision course. 
It’s up to you when you want the collision to occur,” 
Paul Neiby, M.D. told the Sierra Madre City Coun¬ 
cil Tuesday evening when discussion of Orange Grove 
improvement was introduced. 

He continued, “It looks like the Lopez plan 
(that of the city engineer in Arcadia). It’s going to 
look like the dickens. You’re going to end up with 
less safe a street than you have now.” 

Mayor Gary Adtuns asked, “Are upright curbs 
being used instead of rolled curbs?” Kev Tchark¬ 
houtian, director of public works, answered, “Yes,” 

and Adams said, “Then I agree with Dr. Neiby.” 

City Administrator Jim McRea said that rolled 
curbs could be used but reminded the council and 
Neiby that “they are three feet.” 

“I have difficulties reading these schematics. 1 
don’t want to get so far committed that we can’t 
change the plan,” Adams said. 

McRea said that design completion is set for Dec. 


Percell trial scheduled 
for Oct. 21, Van Nuys

The murder trial for Jeffrey Stephen Percell 
is scheduled for Wednesday, Oct. 21, 9 a.m., 
L.A Superior Court, NW District, Dept. P in 
Van Nuys. Although information was sketchy, 
Percell is “due back in court” Oct. 21 as of 
Tuesday, Oct. 13, according to the Van Nuys 
office. 

Percell’s case was transferred to Van Nuys 
on July 31 of this year from Pasadena in an ef¬ 
fort to speed up his trial, now nearly four years 
since he was accused of murdering his parents, 
Doris and John Percell of Sierra Madre, who 
were found shot to death in their home on Lili- 
ano Nov. 16, 1988. 

The trial has been delayed through a series 
of postponements and continuances.

She also referred to the cost of the sta¬ 
tionary and asked how much the city 
had spent on stamps. 

Mayor Adams told The News that 
the entire incident was due to a misun¬ 
derstanding and that he would reimburse 
the city for the stamps used. He planned 
to apologize to the community at Tues¬ 
day evening’s City Council meeting, 
since the other City Council members 
were not aware of his action. 

It’s best to “get rid” of all rumors 
and accusations by identifying the possi¬ 
ble problem so it will never happen 
again.

Background on 
monastory; it must 
survive 

The monastery has been 
in Sierra Madre for more 
than 60 years, and is a 
symbol of spiritual strength 
to the people of the San 
Gabriel Valley. It was es¬ 
sential for the survival of 
many families in Sierra 
Madre during the De¬ 
pression. World War 11 
saw the facility used as an 
Army field hospital. Af¬ 
ter the war, a retreat cen¬ 
ter was built, north of the 
monastery, by 1953, the 
monastery was filled to 
capacity with priests and 
brothers. 

As times changed, the 
number of monastery res¬ 
idents started to decline, 
but the Passionists had an 
excellent public relations 
person in Brother Joe 
Stadtfeld who kept our 
community informed of 
their various activities. 
Efforts to improve the 
monastery began when 
Brother Stadtfeld arrived 
in 1953. One of his first 
projects was the building 
of the new entrance gate 
on Sunnyside. He is the 
one who helped Bill Schiltz 
build the Stations of the 
Cross. He did the grad¬ 
ing for the Fiesta grounds, 
and most of the concrete, 
electrical and plumbing 
on the property. It was 
under his leadership that 
the grounds were developed 
so beautifully. 

The monastery doors 
were opened a bit wider 
when Father Nathaniel 
was rector of the monas¬ 
tery. Many of us remem¬ 
ber Father Nathaniel as 
the “Magic Priest,” who 
would always do tricks 
for the young people. He 
was quite good, and was 
a regular performer at the 
Magic Castle in Holly¬ 
wood. Father Nathaniel

sionist facilities in the 
world, Sierra Madre is the 
most beautiful, thanks to 
the good work of Brother 
Joe.” 

When Father Ben Olsen 
became rector, the doors 
were opened even more. 
We started to see various 
city, utility and other 
vehicles parked at the 
monastery for lunch. That 
is when the “No Name 
Committee” was started 
to help fill their physical 
needs. They, in turn, 
would reciprocate by in¬ 
viting us up, with our 
spouses, for dinner. 

Then Father John De- 
vany became rector. He 
is the one who kept the 
main chapel open for any¬ 
one to visit during the day. 
He invited the public to 
join the order for their 
Wednesday evening prayer 
service. He made sure we 
always had fresh flowers 
on the altar. 

Father Devany put the 
“finishing touches” on 
the monastery. He had 
the monastery painted for 
all of us to enjoy. The 
interior was improved with 
paint, new carpeting and 
lovely pictures on the 
walls. We even refur¬ 
bished the third floor 
recreation room, which 
was named the “Brother 
Joe Stadtfeld Room.” 

The deterioration of 
the monastery began with 
the transfer of Brother 
Joe to Sacramento in 1985. 

In 1991, Brother Joe was

transferred to Chicago 
(the Passionists found 
that Brother Joe was still 
a great influence in Sierra 
Madre - even when he was 
as far away as Saaamento). 

It was suggested, sev¬ 
eral years ago, that a com¬ 
mittee should be formed 
to work on proposals for 
an alternate use for the 
monastery, based on ru¬ 
mors that the facility might 
not be required by the 
Passionists in the future. 
Our committee consists 
of many of the people 
who contributed their 
time and efforts toward 
maintaining the monastery, 
and realize it is a valued 
landmark in the San Ga¬ 
briel Valley. Know that 
we have obtained a few 
sound proposals, but the 
Passionists will not even 
discuss these possibilities. 

After the Passionist 
council representatives 
viewed the 1991 earth¬ 
quake damage, they felt 
it an excellent excuse to 
close the monastery, as it 
is too large for their con¬ 
tinued use. 

A year ago, there was 
a meeting at the Passion¬ 
ist Community Retreat 
Center to discuss the fate 
of the Passionist Monas¬ 
tery in Sierra Madre. It 
was attended by representa¬ 
tives of the Passionist 
Fathers, the Archdiocese 
of Los Angeles and in¬ 
terested citizens. At that 
time, the Passionists were 
open to ideas that could 
generate funds to save the 


monastery building. Bishop 
Stephen Blaire stated that 
once the building is re¬ 
paired, the Archdiocese 
could find many uses for 
it. After this meeting, 
the members of the citi¬ 
zen’s committee began 
actively looking for an¬ 
other tenant for the mon¬ 
astery. They also soli¬ 
cited advice on restoration 
costs. 

In September of 1991, 
under the leadership of 
Father Clemente Barron, 
influence was brought by 
him to close the doors 
that had been opened to 
the community of Sierra 
Madre for the previous 
decade. Under Father 
Barron, the Passionists 
haven’t participated in 
any community functions. 
He is no longer open to 
possible plans for the fu¬ 
ture of the monastery 
property. He has one 
mission, and that is to 
tear down the monastery 
as soon as possible, and 
then “retreat” out of here. 
His actions are being con¬ 
trolled from the Provin¬ 
cial Office in Chicago, 
which obviously has no 
interest in helping Cali¬ 
fornians maintain valued 
historical buildings. 

In the words of Father 
Michael Stengel, Superior 
of the Western Province, 
“The door is closed for 
any future discussion.” 

We have two weeks to 
obtain your support and 
to show the Passionists 
that the community of 
Sierra Madre wants the 
monastery to remain as 
one of our prominent 
structures. Demolition 
contracts have been signed, 
and are pending city per¬ 
mits. Please register your 
opinions with the city ad¬ 
ministrator, Jim McRea, 
at city hall.

City Council discusses 
downtown street lighting 


Sierra Madre Planning Commissioners have 
enough on their agenda for this evening, Thursday, 
Oct. 15,7:30 p.m., to keep them busy. 

Probably one of the most interesting requests 
comes from Steve Miller, son of the famous Big Bands 
leader, Glenn Miller. Steve Miller will come to the 
commission from Miranda Eu to request a Tentative 
Parcel Map for four lots to be created from two exist¬ 
ing lots of record off of Alegria Ave. Lots 1, 2 and 3 
would maintain access off of the cul-de-sac which 
would be constructed, and lot 4 would maintain ac¬ 
cess off of the cul-de-sac and Grandview Ave. 

The proposed lots are as follows: 7500 square 
feet, 8618 square feet, 11,976 square feet and 13,596 
square feet. 

The site is located at 538 and 540 West Alegria 
Ave. and is zoned R-1. 

For the parcel map to be approved the follow¬ 
ing improvements must be constructed: An adequate 
distribution system designed and constructed for the 
purpose of supply domestic water and for fire fight¬ 
ing purposes; an adequate sewage system designed 
and constructed to serve each lot; an adequate storm 


vate streets and alley systems; and maintaining the 
utility systems to each lot. Also requested would be 
all other public improvements. 

The Planning Department recommends that the 
request be continued to Nov. 19 following the public 
hearing. 

Three variances will be continued: 664 Canyon 
Crest Dr. for a retaining wall and 385 W. Orange 
Grove Dr., both until Nov. 19. A staff report was to 
be delivered on Tuesday concerning a change of plans 
for the 773 Woodland Drive. 

Other items on the agenda for Thursday are con¬ 
tinued public hearings for 262 West Grandview for a 
lot coverage variance and side street side yard variance 
to construct an accessory structure, Paul and Ova 
Hutton and a variance for 803 Woodland Drive that 
would consist of a through lot and front yard vari¬ 
ance, side yard and rear yard variance by Thomas 
J. Cullen. Caroline Brown has lodged an appeal. 

The other new public hearing for this evening is 
a variance at 124 Vista Circle Drive, front and side 
yard variances to construct a garage by Scott Wedg- 


Street lighting took up part of the City Council 
meeting Tuesday evening when Kev Tcharkhoutian, 
director of public works, replayed his plan for added 
street lighting in the central business district. 

With 11 merchants urging more downtown light¬ 
ing, Councilwoman MaryAnn MacGillivray had re¬ 
quested that it return to this week’s agenda, and dis¬ 
cussion centered around whether to replace the bulbs 
with larger ones or whether installing seven burned 
out lights would make a difference in the downtown 
lighting. 

MacGillivray made the motion to replace the 
burned out bulbs, clean lenses, look at other options 
and create a trial area in which larger, 2.0 foot- 
candles would be used. 

Councilman Lee Cline had discovered in a walk 
around town that three were burned out on Sierra 
Madre Blvd. and four on Baldwin. “There is one 
light in Kersting Court and one on Montecito that 
are supposed to light up that area,” he stated. 

“Residents of the city who gathered in a group 
to discuss the general plan hoped that the city could 
retain the village atmosphere. More lighting could 


affect the village atmosphere.” 

To make up for the difference in the amount 
the city has budgeted since the state pirated over 
$200,000 away, the council discussed generating more 
money in the general fund via a utility tax. 

If they placed a 5 percent tax on Southern 
California Edison and Gas, as well as CableVision, 
they could project about $175,000 in new tax dollars. 

Several cities within the San Gabriel Valley have 
adopted this type of tax to fill their depleted coffers. 

They also discussed saving an estimated $80,000 
in personnel reduction with second year savings 
reaching as much as $108,131. Reductions would 
result in the elimination of four positions, a freeze 
on certain merit raises and reclassification of certain 
positions at city hall. 

New revenues and fees in the amount of $36,000 
would be required to balance the budget. 

The council decided to shelve the information 
until the city has completed its Meet and Confer 
process with the employees. Anticipated effective 
date in Nov. 1.

State election help for the visually impaired 

Prior to each statewide election, the Secretary 
of State produces a “ballot pamphlet” describ¬ 
ing all state measures to be voted on at that elec¬ 
tion. This description includes an impartial sum¬ 
mary of the proposal, a fiscal analysis and ar¬ 
guments for and against each measure by propo¬ 
nents and opponents. 

The Secretary of State, in an effort to make 
‘ the electoral system more accessible to persons 
who are blind or otherwise visually impaired, 
also produces an audio cassette version of this 
pamphlet. 

The Sierra Madre Library has one set of 
tapes, consisting of three 90-minute tapes. These 
tapes include information on Propositions 155 
through 167. Tape No. 3 also includes an over¬ 
view of state bond debt and statements of pur¬ 
pose from each qualified political party. The 
tapes are playable on any commercially available 
tape recorder, as well as on the special Talking 
Book recorders. 

Voters can also obtain copies of the tapes 
at county election offices, or by calling the Sec¬ 
retary of State at (916) 445-9820.

KORNER 


Question: My dog is about to 
have puppies. When should 1 have 
the tails, dewclaws, and ears done on 
the puppies? 

Answer: Tail cropping and dewelaw removal 
on puppies should be done at 2-3 days of age. 
Puppies grow so fast that within a few days 
their tail and dewclaws are large enough that it 
significantly increases the difficulty of the pro¬ 
cedure. It is a much easier and quicker pro¬ 
cedure when they are done at 2-3 days of age. 
Ear cropping is generally done at 12-14 weeks 
of age, but it is also breed and individual animal 
dependent. You should see your veterinarian 
when you puppy is about 11 weeks of age to 
determine the optimum time (growth phase of 
the ear cartilage) for the procedure.

The difficult 
person may stand stoically 
before you, causing you 
to wonder if you have 
gotten through or not. 
You may not have gotten 
the response you sought 
but love makes an impres¬ 
sion, whether you see it 
or not. If you are ever in 
a quandry as to what you 
should do, it is better that 
you err on the side of lov¬ 
ing or loving too much 
than not at all.

Reaching out 
to help the poor 

The following will be a 
continuation of informa¬ 
tion about the joint project 
of St. Anthony’s Parish 
in San Gabriel and St. 
Rita’s - Saint Anthony 
Christian Service Center. 
Last week we talked about 
the services provided and 
where some of the materials 
come from. This week we 
will be discussing further 
programs and where and 
how money is raised. 

Additional projects 

New dothing and toiletries 
are parceled out through¬ 
out the year. Baby clothes 
are sometimes given to 
San Gabriel Pregnancy 
Help Center who persuade 
mothers not to abort their 
babies. Sometimes clothing 
will travel to Mexico and 
Central America. Several 
times a year a used clothing 
sale is held after Sunday 
Masses for the people of 
the parish and the pro¬ 
ceeds go to the Christian 
Service Center. Certain 
items of donated clothing 
are taken to KC’s Closet, 
a women’s consignment 
clothing shop in Sierra 
Madre. About $700 has 
been earned this way for 
St. Anthony’s. Clothes 
are also being taken to 
Clothes Quarters, another 
consignment shop in Ar¬ 
cadia. 

Where does the money 
come from? 

Money for the St. An¬ 
thony Christian Service 
Center is raised in the fol¬ 


lowing ways: cash dona¬ 
tions from St. Rita’s and 
St. Anthony’s parishion¬ 
ers; the Cardinal MacIn¬ 
tyre Fund; United Way 
(you ctui designate the Ser¬ 
vice Center for charitable 
deduction from your pay- 
check); St. Rita’s poor 
box; consignment shops 
(50 percent of sale of doth¬ 
ing and profit from the 
following projects at St. 
Anthony’s: religious gift 
shop, sale of votive can¬ 
dles, sale of excess cloth¬ 
ing, sale of missalettes, 
paper drives and special 
collections). 

How is the money 
distributed and 
who is heiped? 

The money is used in 
the following ways: emer¬ 
gency payment of rent for 
those with an eviction 
notice; payment of motel 
for mothers and children 
for several nights; emer¬ 
gency payment of gas and 
electric bills, the minimum 
amount required; prescrip¬ 
tions needed for life-threat¬ 
ening illnesses: enough 
gas money to get car to 
necessary destination; bus 
tickets for RTD (ie., get¬ 
ting to a job until the first 
paycheck); uniforms for a 
new job; contributions 
toward funeral expenses; 
maternity care and help in 
medical emergencies; pay¬ 
ment for some of the mat¬ 
erials and labor for con¬ 
struction of new bathroom 
and shower; small payment 
to regional food bank; 
and other small emergen¬ 
cies as they arise.

Abdu’l-Baha, in turn, 
appointed his eldest grand¬ 
son, Shoghi Effendi (1896- 
1957), to be the “Guardian 
of the Faith” and his suc¬ 
cessor. He led the Baha’i 
Faith from 1921 until 1957. 
With the passing of Shoghi 
Effendi, the line of her¬ 
editary leaders of the Ba¬ 
ha’i Faith ended.

The Bahai’ Faith had of the Ottoman Empire 


its beginnings in 1844. 
In that year, a young Iran¬ 
ian merchant, who be¬ 
came known as “the Bab,” 
proclaimed the advent of 
a new religious revelation. 
Born on Oct. 20, 1819, 
The Bab’s given name 
was Siyyid ’Ali Muham¬ 
mad. The Bab means 
“gate” in Arabic. His 
followers were called Babis. 
He declared that his pur¬ 
pose was to prepare hu¬ 
manity for the advent of 
a new messenger from 
God, one promised to all 
the people of the world. 

The Bab and his fol¬ 
lowers were brutally per¬ 
secuted by the clergy and 
government of Iran, who 
viewed the Bab’s claim as 
heretical. He was beaten, 
imprisoned and, on July 
9, 1850, executed in the 
city of Tabriz. Over the 
years, more than 20,000 
Babis perished in a series 
of massacres throughout 
Iran when they refused to 
recant their faith. 

Among the Bab’s fol¬ 
lowers was a young man, 
Mirza Husayn-Ali, who 
was born in Teheran on 
Nov. 12, 1817. Known 
today as Baha’u’llah, 
which means “The Glory 
of God,” he was a mem¬ 
ber of one of the great 
patrician families of Iran. 

In becoming a follow¬ 
er of the Bab, Baha’u’llah 
turned his back on wealth 
and privilege, and, like 
other followers, became 
the victim of cruel perse¬ 
cution. In 1852, he was 
imprisoned and then ban¬ 
ished, initially to Bagh¬ 
dad. There, in 1863, he 
announced that he was 
the promised one fore¬ 
told by The Bab. 


and was sent to Baghdad 
and then to Constantinofie 
(Istanbul); from there to 
Adrijuiople (Edirne), and 
finally to the prison city 
of Acre, in the Holy Land, 
where he arrived in 1868. 

Today, the Baha’i World 
Center is situated in the 
twin cities of Haifa and 
Acre, in present-day Israel. 

From his days in Bagh¬ 
dad until his passing near 
Acre in 1892, Baha’u’llah 
wrote hundreds of letters 
and books. These writ¬ 
ings comprise the princi¬ 
pal scriptures of the Baha’i 
Faith. Within these texts 
are found the principles, 
teachings, prayers and laws 
that guide the Baha’i com¬ 
munity. 

The most distinctive 
feature of the worldwide 
Baha’i community is its 
unity. Unlike virtually 
every other significant 
religious or social move¬ 
ment, the Baha’i Faith 
has resisted division into 
factions or sects. This 
essential unity has been 
achieved in large part be¬ 
cause detailed provisions 
for interpretation, suc¬ 
cession and leadership have 
all been made in the Ba¬ 
ha’i writings. 

Baha’is believe that 
Baha’u’llah established a 
new Covenant between 
God and humanity which 
befits the maturity of the 
human race. The most 
tangible evidence of this 
Covenant is the specific 
leadership succession out¬ 
lined by Baha’u’llah, a 
development that is unique 
in religious history and 
which assures that the 
unity of the Baha’i com¬ 
munity will be preserved.

Proposition A, the Los 
Angeles County Safe 
Neighborhood Parks Act, 
will provide over $3 million 
to improve, preserve and 
restore open space lands 
and recreational facilities 
in Sierra Madre. Propo¬ 
sition A will authorize 
funding for $540 million 
of critical County projects, 
including improvement 
of neighborhood and 
regional parks, gang pre¬ 
vention, tree planting in 
urban areas, rivers restora¬ 
tion, building of trails, 
development of senior 
citizen recreation, and pro¬ 
tection of wildlife and 
natural lands. 

In Sierra Madre, the 
Parks Act will supply 
$3,100,000 for preserva¬ 
tion of the Sierra Madre 


Mountains. Specifically, 
it permits the acquisition 
of Sierra Madre hillside 
acreage from willing sellers 
at fair market value, so 
that the undeveloped open 
space can remain in its 
natural condition for all 
time. Trails, scenic view¬ 
points and wildlife habitat 
will be enjoyed by future 
generations of Sierra 
Madre residents. 

In addition, the city 
will receive approximate¬ 
ly $113,000 to use for 
senior citizens’ programs 
and parks improvement. 

Neighboring communi¬ 
ties will also benefit from 
the Parks Act. For ex¬ 
ample, Pasadena will re¬ 
ceive over $8 million to 
be used for development 
of Devil’s Gate recreation¬ 
al area, restoration of

A proposed three-unit 
project in the first block 
of El Dorado, which has

as the Southwest and 
Northwest Comer Projects, 
at the corner of Hunting- 
ton Dr. and Second Ave. 
Two of the councilman 
indicated preference 
for CB Commercial; 


however. Councilman 
Robert Harbicht said that 
he would go along with 
Hayes to make a unani¬ 
mous vote as the realtor 
and the city would be¬ 
come partners in the proj¬ 
ect for the next 180 days. 
Hayes was approved on a 
4-0 vote.
